Local Pennsylvania officials have 


received notice of the coming of pas- 
senger engine No. 7067, the largest 
locomotive in the world, which was 
recently turned out of the American 
Locomotive works in Pittsburg. This 
engine was designed 'for both speed 
and power and it is said that it will 
go into service on one of the heavy 
and fast trains on the western division 
as soon as it has been "limbered up." 
It is learned that the engine left Alle- 
gheny yesterday v/ith a freight train 
and will reach Crestline today. It will 
probably be turned over to the west- 
ern division tonight and reach Fort 
AVayne tomorrow. Concerning tho lo- 
comotive the Pittsburg Dispatch says: 


"This mammoth engine is creating a 


great deal of interest among railroad 
men and designers, although it is of 
the standard Pacific type, and there 
are no radical departures in its con- 
struction, except, that everything about 
It but the smokestack is bigger than 
ever was attempted before. 
Neces- 


sarily the smokestack and domes are 
short, in order to lei. the huge ma- 
chine dart through standard tunnels 
and under ordinary bridges. 


"For all the world 
it looks like 


some bull-necked pugilist. 
In rail- 


road parlance it will have to be 
'worked loose' before it is assigned 
to any regular run and, meantime, it 
will likely break the hearts of several 
vewran engineers who will have to 
attend to the trying-out process. 


" '7067' was. built by the American 


Locomotive company and is consid- 


. ered a triumph of engine designing. 


It has three enormous driving wheels 
on each side, 80 inches, or 6 feet 8 
inches in diameter,
